THE  PANAMA  GOVERNMENT  BUILDING  AND  POST  OFFICE.  COLON.  PANAMA-Situated  on  Bolivar  St. 
in  the  center  of  the  town.  An  imposing  building  of  brick  and  tile  and  a  credit  to  the  progress  of  the  Panamanian 
Government,  in  the  beautifying  the  City  with  substantial  structures. 


A  GLIMPSE  OF  THE  PARK  AND  IMPERIAL  HOTEL.  COLON.  PAN  AMA— The  Park  is  now  the  beauty  spotof  the 
town.  Band  concerts  are  held  here  each  Thursday  and  Sunday  evening,  and  are  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  cosmopolitan 
population.  The  Imperial  Hotel  is  one  of  importance,  and  well  patronized.

AVENIDA  DE  PIEZ.  COLON,  PAN  AMA-The  Royal  Palms  along  the  sidewalks  were  brought  from  Cuba  to  beauti- 
fy the  town.  In  the  olden  days  the  streets  were  most  unsightly,  but  since  the  American  occupation  of  the  Canal  Zone, 
the  City  has  entirely  changed,  and  is  to-day  a  healthy  and  interesting  place. 


CATHOLIC  CHURCH.  COLON.  PANAMA-This  interesting  building  although  ancient  in  appearance  is  a  modern 
structure,  being  erected  only  a  few  years,  its  shell  covered  dome  is  unique  and  is  quite  an  attraction.

Buildings  are  of  frame  with  stores  below  and  living  accommodation  over  head.  The  Panama  Government  Building  and 
Post  Office  is  located  on  this  street. 


DRIVEWAY  ON  THE  GROUNDS  OF  THE  I.  C.  C.  HOSPITAL.  COLON.  PANAMA-The  location  of  this  Hospital 
is  ideal,  being  directly  on  the  sea  shore  of  Limon  Bay  at  Colon.  Skilled  physicians,  modern  equipment,  coupled 
with  sea  breezes  and  tropical  surroundings  are  facts  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients.

OF  THE  ZONE.  COLON,  PANAMA. 


A  few  years  ago  the  town  of  Colon  was  a  "pest  hole."  the  dwellings  being  nothing  more  than  shanties,  with  sewer- 
age ditches  in  the  streets.  To-day  all  is  changed,  the  streets  and  sidewalks  are  paved,  clean  and  well  kept.  The  sanitary 
laws  are  very  strict,  and  under  American  control. 


TYPICAL  STREET  SCENE  AFTER  THE  AMERICAN  OCCUPATION  OF  THE  CANAL  ZONE.  COLON.  PANAMA— 
The  streets  in  the  native  section  of  the  town  are  very  narrow  and  much  of  the  domestic  life  is  seen  on  the  Balconies,  over 
the  sidewalks.  The  native  stores  are  poor  looking,  but  well  kept,  the  streets  are  clean.

CRISTOBAL 


CHRIST  CHURCH  AND  BEACH.  COLON.  PANAMA— Between  the  Washington  Hotel  and  the  I.  C.  C.  Hospital  is 
Colon  Beach.  Fine  residences  with  carefully  screened  porches  and  balconies  surrounded  with  tall  Cocoanut  trees,  face 
the  Carribean  Sea.  Christ  Episcopal  Church,  built  of  Gray  stone  in  Gothic  style  was  erected  by  contributions  from  the 
Panama  Railroad  Company  and  others. 


AVENUE  OF  TALL  COCOANUT  PALMS,  CRISTOBAL— Cristobal  is  the  American  portion  of  Colon,  and  is  practi- 
cally adjoining.  Here  are  the  Homes  of  the  Canal  employees,  also  the  Offices  and  Manufacturing  Plants  of  the  Isthmus 
Canal  Commission.  The  Streets  are  beautifully  shaded  by  tall  Cocoanut  Palms. 


CRISTOBAL 


The  enlargment  of  the  Docks  at  Colon  and  Cristobal  is  in  steady  progress.  This  new  dock  has  the  railroad  along- 
side, and  on  special  occasion  trains  run  directly  from  the  ships  side,  across  the  Isthmus  to  Panama  City  for  the  benefit 
of  Tourists.

MT.  HOPE 


This  beautiful  cemetery  is  situated  about  2  miles  from  Colon  on  the  Gatun  Road.     Under  American  care  and  super- 
vision this  burial  ground  of  Colon  and  Cristobal  have  been  greatly  beautified. 


SCENE  IN  MOUNT  HOPE  CEMETERY.  NEAR  COLON.  PANAMA— Thousands  of  French  canal  employees  and 
others  lie  buried  here.  Owing  to  the  number  of  monkeys  found  in  this  vicinity  the  place  was  named  Monkey  Hill  during 
the  French  regime. 


PORTO  BELLO 


ENTRANCE  TO  OLD  SPANISH  FORT  AT  PORTO  BELLO.  PANAMA-Porto  Bello  is  situated  about  17  miles  east 
of  Colon.    A  settlement  of  great  importance  in  the  days  of  the  Spanish  main. 


OLD  FORT  CASTLE  SAN  JEROME  AT  PORTO  BELLO.  PANAMA— Showing  guns  in  same  position  as  when  their 
carriages  rotted  away  from  them.  A  road  across  the  Isthmus  connected  this  point  with  Old  Panama  centuries  ago.  The 
ruins  of  the  Old  Fort  and  Castle  form  an  item  of  interest  to  the  traveling  public  to-day.

GATUN  LOCKS  LOOKING  SOUTH— These  Locks  are  built  entirely  of  concrete.  Two  parallel  sets  of  locks  of  three 
flights  each,  and  a  total  length  of  over  3,500  feet.  300  feet  wide  across  the  top.  The  center  wall  is  60  feet  wide.  Arc 
Lamps  installed  along  the  side  of  the  Locks  facilitate  operations  at  night. 


INTERIOR.  GATUN  LOCKS— Gatun  Locks  are  seven  miles  up  channel  from  Limon  Bay.  the  Atlantic  entrance. 
Vessels  here  enter  a  series  of  three  locks,  are  lifted  eighty-five  feet  to  the  level  of  Gatun  Lake,  and  are  towed  through  the 
locks  by  Electric  Motors  operating  on  tracks  along  the  walls.

PANAMA  RAILROAD  DEPOT,  AT  GATUN,  PANAMA-This  excellent  station  is  on  the  new  relocated  roadbed  of 
the  Panama  Railroad.  The  Gatun  Lake  is  in  the  background,  and  the  famous  Gatun  Locks.  Dam  and  Spillway  are  not  far 
from  this  depot. 


VESSEL  IN  TOW  OF  DONKEY  ENGINES  APPROACHING  SECOND  CHAMBER,  GATUN  LOCKS-Ashipto  be 
aised  to  the  lake  level  will  stop  at  the  lower  lock  and  prepare  to  be  towed  through  the  duplicate  locks  by  Electric  Motors' 
the  vessel  will  then  be  passed  into  thefirstchamber.  and  thegatesclosed.    Water  then  flows  from  an  upper  level  into  the

VESSEL  PASSING  THE  EMERGENCY  DAM  IN  UPPER  CHAMBER,  GATUN  LOCKS-At  Gatun  in  the  passing  of  a 
large  sh  ip  through  the  locks,  it  is  necessary  to  operate  6  pairs  of  miter  gates,  open  and  close  8  pairs  of  rising  stem  gate  valves, 
and  30  cylindrical  valves.  In  all.  no  less  than  98  motors  will  be  set  in  motion  twice  during  each  lockage  of  a  single  ship. 


THE  EMERGENCY  DAM  ACROSS  LOCK  PREPARATORY  TO  LOWERING  PLATES  TO  CLOSE  FLOW  OF 
WATER  IN  CASE  OF  ACCIDENT  TO  LOCKS- When  this  dam  is  used  the  bridge  will  be  swung  across  the  channel  with 
its  end  resting  on  the  center  wall  of  the  lock.  A  series  of  wicket  girders  hinged  to  this  bridge  will  then  be  lowered  into  the 
channel  with  their  ends  resting  in  iron  pockets  embedded  in  the  lock  floor.

BRITISH  FREIGHTER  PASSING  CULEBRA  CUT— The  Culebra  Cut  is  really  an  arm  of  the  Gatun  Lake  On  both 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  sides,  there  is  an  approach  channel  which  is  an  inlet  of  the  Sea  up  to  the  foot  of  the  locks  v%hich 
lift  vessels  to  the  level  of  the  Lakes  through  which  they  pass. 


U.  S.  CRUISER  PASSING  CULEBRA  CUT— The  most  formidable  part  of  the  Canal  construction  was  encountered 
in  the  cutting  of  this  famous  Culebra  Cut.  which  is  nine  miles  long,  300  feet  wide  at  the  bottom.  The  Canal  here  passes 
through  the  Continental  divide,  or  backbone  of  the  Mountain  Range.

GENERAL  VIEW.  MIRAFLORES  LOCKS— The  highest  gates  and  the  highest  lock  walls  on  the  Canal  are  those  of 
the  lower  locks  at  Miraflores.  and  these  locks  are  the  only  ones  which  have  no  intermediate  gates.  The  total  lift  from 
mean  sea  level  to  the  level  of  Miraflores  Lake.  54%  feet.

PANAMA  CITY— The  Cathedral  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  Plaza  Independencia,  was 
completed  in  1760.  With  its  Moorish  Towers  and  high  steeples  it  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  historical  land  marks 
in  the  City.

The  sea  wall  is  from  30  to  60  feet  high,  in  some  places  the  wall  is  double  with  a  moat  between,  and  is  part  of  the  old

OLD  PANAMA 


RUINS  OF  THE  TOWER  AND  CATHEDRAL  OF  ST.  ANASTASIUS.  OLD  PANAMA— Old  Panama  is  situated 
about  six  miles  southeast  of  Panama  City,  and  can  be  reached  over  a  good  auto  road  or  by  boat. 

Since  the  old  town  was  burned  by  Morgan  in  1671  there  is  nothing  but  ruins  remaining,  these  however  form  items 
of  much  historic  interest. 


THE  ANCIENT  STONE  ARCH  BRIDGE  AT  OLD  PANAMA— A  Relic  of  the  days  of  the  Spanish  Main.  Much  of 
the  wealth  of  Peru  was  transported  over  this  bridge  centuries  ago.  Record  has  it  Captain  Morgan  departed  on  February 
24th.  1671  with  the  spoils  of  the  city,  using  175  beast-of -burden  laden  with  gold,  silver  and  other  Spanish  treasure.

Primitive  and  picturesque  are  the  native  huts  in  the  interior  of  the  Isthmus,  and  various  in  construction,  some  built 
of  bamboo  stocks  closely  set  and  of  Adobe  clay  blocks,  others  of  old  lumber,  set  up  on  poles,  the  majority  are  Palm  thatched 
roofs  while  the  Adobe  Houses  have  red  pantile  roofs.

The  Chagres  River  is  the  largest  in  the  Isthmus  and  is  navigable  for  small  cralt  from  the  interior  down  to  Gatun 
Lake.    The  natives  bring  down  quantities  of  Cocoanuts  and  fruits  from  small  plantations  along  its  banks. 


The  estimated  population  of  the  Indian  Tribes  according  to  the  1911  census  reportof  the  Smithsonian  Institute  is 
26.000.  They  are  not  hostile,  and  trade  with  the  natives,  they  raise  corn.  yams,  oranges  and  other  fruits  and  vegetables, 
and  make  articles  for  their  own  use.

The  Panamanians  like  other  Spanish  nations  are  all  fond  of  game  birds  and  take  much  interest  in  cock  fighting. 


Alligators  abound  in  the  rivers  and  streams  of  the  Isthmus,  and  good  sports  are  as  a  rule  well  rewarded  when 
hunting  them,  but  the  success  depends  on  the  man  behind  the  gun.
